claims of the WAW/WSO leader. Logical personnel files were 
reviewed and there was no Indication any of these persons would 
have been in a position to compromise the file. As a precautionV'^f 
we obtained authority to maintain the WAW/WsO main file in Room . -k 
932; 9 & D Building. A strict accounting was kept of individuals’^^: 
who .jdesired access to the file and in no case were there any . 
instances of attempts at unauthorized requests to eain^access. 4 ^/^

National Steering Committee Meeting held In Yellow Springs, 

Ohio, ; during December, 1973, nor would he volunteer any 
information In lil^noa^ssion about this meeting.

In the Novcmebc.* issue, yon will see in the Lawton-Gardnef article 
that six inmates of the Blith Detention Facility overheard one of the D./i, s 
prime witnesses braegthg about the fact that he had been offered $5, 000, -a 
now Identity and a ticket to anywhere for falsifying his teslimony against Gary. 
These six inmates sent 3 letter to Gary's attorney informing hiin of this fact 
and staling that they were willing to testify in court about this police bribery. 
After this letter was sent, the six inmates were moved to the Jlivereide jail 
where they were interrogated. Since the article in V.'. S. was written, \vc 
have learned that tliese six brothers have been interrogated for long hours 
each day. beaten and threatened with long jail sentences if they insisted upon 
testifying against the police. Three of these inmates were intimidated to the 
extent that they' have refused to testify, but throe of the brothers have agreed 
to tell their story before the court. .

On October 17th, Sonny Robinson became the first of these witnesses to 
appear on the witnes.^ stand. He U-stified about the police bribery, as well as 
the treatment that he and the other five inmates have been subjected to, since 
they sent the Jette.r to Gary's attorney. Because of Robinson's and the other 
inmates courageous act.’;, we have reas’^n to believe that the lives of these peo- 
ple may now be at stake. It is imperative that every chapJer send a telegram 
to the judge (and also haw your fricniJs do the same) asking that the judge in- 
sure the health and safety of these six men and make sure that due process of 
law is granted to all witnc.’iscs in the case. Judge Hews should also be asked to 
investigate any charges of police intimidation which might result from this re- 
cent act. , '

Cls Arretted for Lgafletting » .... 

Thrc« GIs were arrested on October 13 in Jacksonville, North Carolina 
as they collected signatures on a petition to Senator Fulbright to 'immediately 
introduce legislation forbidding the introduction of US forces in the current 
Mid^Sast hostilities. ' 

The three., who were out of uniform, were told they were being arrested 
under a military ordinance forbidding them from petitioning -nr demonstrating. 
There is no such military regulation that restricts the political activity of inili- 
tary people when they are off-base. The Onslow County Deputy made tlis arrest 
and then turned them over to the local MPs. They were rele.iFod after a Naval 
JAG lav.'yer in Norfolk called to find out what they were being charged with.

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In addition to being illegally arrested, the pamphlets on the Mid-East 
war they were distributing and the petitions they had signed were confiscated 
illegally. As of yet these have not been returned. 

The GIs were part of an effort by ^'arious Cl projects: The Defense Com- 
mittee of Norfolk, The Cl Office of Charleston, The GI Union of Ft. Bragg and 
the United Wp Stand Bookshop of Camp Dejeune/Now River Air Station; to focus 
attention bn the buildup of American troops in the Middle East. Five ships 
are off the island of Crete, 500 inUes lj-oml8raet.^includjng_an'aircraxt carrier^' 
and three destroyers. Tnrse more ships were oh their' wa^to* Cf'e?» from 
eelona, Spain. Two diousacd Marines from the 3rd Battalion, 6th Marine Reg, 
were scheduled to leave for the Mediterranean on’ October 16th, which would ' 
double the strength of the Marine Corps in the area. The 313th Army Security 
Agency from Ft. Bragg was sent to Israel. These are but some of the develop- 
ments in the buildup of American forces in the Middle East. For more infor- , 
jnation write to UnitedWe Stand Bookshop, PO Box 1163.

Since ,, ., 
there is no definitive position of the organisation on thi? question, we think ^ ; ' 
all VVAW/WSO memhers should follow Ihc position laid out in the second and 
tenth objectivi's of the OrgtinizaHon. Basically, Ihc objcctiv'en say that wc arc 
opposed. to any and all intervention of the US military in the internal affairs of 
other countries. Wc are opposed to the sending of any US military personnel, 
.and materiel to the Middle East to participate in that war. V/e have seen how 
'the war in Indochina started with just economic military aid and blossomed 
'into a full'Scaie war by, the US government. We

. Another aspect of the war is that it is being fought over territories that 
are (or were) controlled by Israel th'at really belong to the nations of Egypt 
and Syria and Jordon, ^he Arab countries are fighting to liberate those ter- 
ritories and return them to their control. The National Office believes that 
Israel must give up those tcx'ritories if there is to be a just settlement. 




We suggest tliat people study the objectives and determine how they apply 
to the Middle Cast. As with Indochina, the more we learn about US corporate 
and political involvement in other countries, the more capable we are able to 
deal with life and death issues that affect our lives and (he lives of the people 
of the world. This is by no means a definitive.s statement about the situation on 
the Middle East. We think that the regions should begin immediately disciissions 
on this question so that when we meet at the next NSCM wc can deal with it.

Now More Than Ever - 

President Nison has once af;ain proven tliat he no longer considers him- 
— . . .. self subject to the laws of this country. In his latest attack on America he has 
purged his regime of an .Attorney General, an Assistant Attorney General and 
the Special Watergate Prosecutor. 

On Saturday, October 20, Nixon ordered Elliott Richardson to fire Arch- 
ibald Cox. Richardson refused and resigned. His successor, William Ruckels- 
haus refused the order also and was fired. The third attempt to fire Cox was suc- 
cessful when the solicitor general, ultra-conservative, Robert Bork, (or Dork?), 
assumed the post of Attorney General 'and carried out the order. In addition 
• to firing Cox, Nixon abolished the office of special Watergate prosecutor, in 
direct opposition to the ^nate resolution establishing the office. 

The repercussions of this latest action by Nixon are far reaching. In a 
blatant attempt to force the will of the Presidency over that of the Congress, Nix- 
on has put Congress into a position which will ultimately dwindle down to two 
choices. Either they will have to impeach him or they will once again koWtow 
to the President's office, thereby allowing Nixon to continue his consolidation 
of power. If they back down Nixon will continue his policies of repression of 
the American people, and in fact, all the people of the world. 

We must remember that two of Nixon's closest aides in the White House 
are Alexander Haig and Melvin Laird, both Pentagon employees. We must also 
remember chat the heads of all the military forces are Nixon appointees. As 
Nixon continues to disregard even a vague semblance of democracy, and as the 
' weak-kneed Congress conslstantly backs down when faced with a Constitutional 
crisis, we the people of this country move one step closer to Fascism. It hap- 
pened in Chile: it can happen here. 

* There will be many demonstrations aimed at iinpeaching Nixon in the 
next few weeks. We feel that it is vitally important that all chapters of VVAW7 
WSO participate in these attempts to make the will of the people enforced. To 
..do nothing at this - time would be to help Nixon put the nooses around our neck's.

On October 26. the San Quentin 6 (Johnny Larry Spain, Hugo Pinell, 't-o 

Luis Talamantea, Fleets Drumgo, David Johnson and Willie Tale) were to 
enter pleas of guilty or not guilty on 12 charges stemming from the August 
2l, 1971, incident in which George Jackson was murdered. ' . . 


■ Five of, the six men remained silent when asked to plea and Talamantez 
responded with "innocent. ” Judge Broderick then took the liberty^of entering 
pleas of not guilty for all of the brothers, .without their consent. . 

The reason that the "6" remained silent rather than offer a plea is based , ; 
on their valid contention that they are being tried in the U.S. District Court 
illegally and have been chained,' shackled and often physically assaulted, with- 
out consideration for their right to a fair and impartial trial. Fach man is 
facing 5 courts of murder and overt acts of conspiracy. 



No trial date for the "6" has yet been set. Lawyers are still arguing 
on motions for change of venue and a speedy trial for all defendants. 



Farah Tries to Trick che People 


The boycott of Farah slacks, supporting striking workers of Farah 
Manufacturing Company, has been so successful that the company is now sell- 
ing its products under new names. 

According to the union, the new names arc: Cliff Mark, Beau Mark, Gold- 
en Scroll, Passport, Club 20, Par Excellent, Su Par Jeans, Dairc, and Klnrod. 
Supporters of the strike a/e asked to watch for these -- and don't buy them. 




Don’t 
buy Campell's soups that contain clams and oysters (in support of Norf«.ik. oy 
ster workers, still on strike). Don't buy Gulf Oil products.

The Kennedy was due to return from a tour in the Mediterran 
ean on October 22nd. Instead, they received order to return and stand by as 
back-up forces for the Middle Fast Conflict. 

Reaction on the Kennedy was immediate; "Our sea Daddy came over the 
Intercom this morning and told us that we will nol be home on time and we 
were supporting this so called war! Well. I would like to tell you one thing. I 
->on*t! lam tired of the blue screw! I don't feel that I should be subject to a 

war that 1 know nothing about!” 

Noroeroos letters received from the people Oh the Kennedy indicate that 
this feeling is not confined to just a few people. Several people '"h" hav' been 
active with the VVAW/WSO chapter on the boat have been threatj^ped ^con- 
spiracy chirges hs"a ieinlt of their efforts. One was told by a^Uter,that jl he, 
got caught with more than one cbpy of Winter Soldiej; he was gomg to get it - 
Jpparently meaning a court martial. One brother had a package otj'-'"'' 
Soldiers torn open in the ship's mail room. He was called to the Master At 
r/ms shack to pick them up aud told: "You're heading or an unsa.tabrUty ^s 
charge, boy. The Navy doesn't like VVAW/WSO. " Well, dear Navy, VVAW/ 
WSO ain't too crazy about you, either. ' ‘

Impeachment Activiti 






There has been some activity in the chapters calling for the impeachment 
of yott-know-who. We suspect that there is more energy around the impeach- 
ment issue than we have heard about, so chapters should be sure to let us know 
if they are participating in "Throw the Bum Out" type actions. 

Buffalo. New York -- Buffalo is participating in a community coalition 
known as the^Committee for the Removal of the President. A rally calling for: i'. 
the resignation or impeachment of Nixon was held on October 26_and the theme 
"Nixon's Time is Up" was used. Approximately 400 people attended the rally 
and the march which followed. 








Albuquerque, New Mexico -- Albuquerque has been involved in a full- 
scale effort to get people to write their Congressmen. The chapter helped pro- 
vide post cards and stamped envelopes to the University of New Mexico comm- 
unity and they plan to do a door-to-door campaign in the rest of the community. 
In one day alone, over ^ 000 letters (all In favor of impeachment or resignation) 
were sent to Washington, D. C. 


Chapter Media Presentations 


It is very important for chapters to be involved in film-showings, and • 
other types of media presentations. Two chapters, Buffalo and Kansas City, 
are conducting film showings as a regular chapter project, and the showings 
have received wide attendance and positive response in both areas,

films relating to the work that is being done by that particular movement group. 
VVAW/WSO films are also being shown. During intermission the chapter pro- 
vides hot chocolate, cider, etc. to the audience, and rap groups and discussions 
are conducted following the films. 

Buffalo is showing films every Friday night in their new Storefront office. 
The project is called "Political Cinema" and films relating to various political 
struggles in this country and on the international level are shown. Discussion .

Under Federal Communications Commission rules, radio and TV stations ; 
are required to make time available to people for announcements "in the public '.v. 
interest. " Youth oriented stations are usually the easiest to approach, though^l^ 
all stations locally have some type of "Community Bulletin Board, " bf similar^v-jiji 
device for airing PSAs; You will have to check with the local stations whereve. - 
you are to get their exact requirements and procedures. Most require several 
days advance notice for events and usually ask that the PSA be typed out on a

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VVAW/WSO Activity Around Prisons

Since the St. Louis NSCKl end the discussion around prisons and prison 
support work which occured at that meeting, VVAW/WSO chapters have become 
increasi^ngly involved and active in prison work. Names of prisoners are being 
sent to this office by the regions, and the names we receive, are J^eing;8eat pu^ ' 
to the regions. The response to the "Prison Project'* has grown rapidly and- 
positively, both from VVAW/WSO members and from the innnates themselves.^ 





During the week of October 22nd, three regions participated in direct ac- 
tions against prisons.. In Laca8yille,^Ohio, VVAW/WSO members leafl,etted^.,v ^ 
visitors and informed them^.qf th^Vepression' within iucasville 

families and ifriehds of inmate's Jo become involved in putting ah end to the'^re- ^%'^^ 
pression. The leaflet laid oat a list of demands which WAW/WSO in Ohio is - 
demanding of the Ohio prison system and Lucasville Penitentiary. In Wisconsin, 
VVAW/WSO women were involved in a demonstration at Waupun State Prison 
demanding conjugal visits and more lenient and decent visiting rights for famir-v/j.'l'^^^ 
lies and friends of prisoners. Ten women and four children demonstrated in. 
the warden's office and outside the prisoo demanding that their request be met. "7 
The warden failed to bow to the demands so meetings with the Governor and 
further actions at Waupun are being planned. In Florida, the region sponsored ; 
and participated in a 40-mUe march from Gainesville to Starke Prison demandr'^.:'^^ 
ing that the racist and political repression within Starke be halted and prisoners (4^ 
be guaranteed their rights. Nearly 200 people participated in the march on 
Starke. Corresponding with the Starke action, the Florida region has set up a 
permanent prison support project and defense fund for the brothers in Starke. 

The type of activity which has been increasingly directed at prisons is 
excellent and should be continued. Also, other regions should seriously con- 
sider the possibility of doing similar actions within their areas. Any and all . 
activity centering around prisons should be reported to the National Office and 
brought to the next NSCM for discussion in the workshop. Also, regions should 
continue to send in names of prisoners that they know of so that we can have 
a complete list and put inmates on our Winter Soldier mailing list.. . .t.

MOSCOW WOLRD PEACE CONGRESS REPORT! 

Xaitially there was a great deal of hasseling with the preparatory committee';.; > 
for the Coagress and a lot of uncertainty as to whether or not any VVAW /WSO - 
delegates would make it to Moscow. Finally, however, we did manage to get ^ 

three members there for the Oct. 23 • Nov. 2 meeting. ■ They were Brian Adams of|^ 
National. Ann Bailey of Wis. 'Minn, and John Naveau of K. 111. > Iowa. Due to the 
problems we encountered. Bill Hager and John Massgrave were not allowed to go , 
by the preparatory committee. ^.The background to this and to some other incidents 
ttot occurred during the trip will be more fully explained at' the December NSCM. 

By far, the most productive results of the trip were the numerous 
contacts we established with various liWratioiT struggles goiog'On'arOttM^the:woVid^tt 
To actually meet with such an incredible number of organizations and gdvernments^M 
actively involved in liberating their nations from U. S. imperialism was a very movii:^! 
experience. To mention but a few, we held bilateral meetings with the Lao Patriotief^r 
Front, CAUNC (Cambodia), the PRG, the DRV, the People's Democratic Republic oft^^- 
Korea, the PFL.OAG (A^b Gulf), ZAPU (Zimbabwe), Tanzania, Yemen, Trinidad, 
and many others. When we sometimes may feel isolated and working against im* ' 
possible odds, we must always bear in mind that we are not alone. If the Moscow 
trip- pointed up anything it was just how little we know about the size of the straggle 
going on all over the world and how much we need to educate ourselves and our peo^^ 
to that struggle. . . 

In terms of our work, some of the delegations we met with raised specific detnah^ 
that they asked us to work on and bring to the attention of the American people. ^ 
They were: 

CAMBODIA 

1. Demand that the U.S. stop bombing Cambodia. Despite the August 15th bombing '2^ 
halt the U.S* has continued to bomb the Camboidan people with everthing but B-52’s. 

2. Demand that the U. S« cease all aid to the puppet Lon Nol regime. While Lon Nol>^ 

only holds about. 10% of Cambodian territory at this time, the point is that his regime.^^^’ 
would collapse tomorrow but for U.S. aid. .V-; 

3. Demand that the United Nations recognize the Royal Government of National Unioi^'^' 
(GRUNC), headed by Prince Norodom Khanouk as the only legitinate government of 
Cambodian people. ' Todate, over 60 governments have already recognized GRUNCi^-^p 

With riie rainey season ending shortly in Cambodia, the liberation forces will be 
on the move and in need of as much support as we can give them. They do not intend 
to settle for anything less than total victory!

We had expected that by this time, we would have received word of the 
verdict in the Lawton/tfardner Trial ini Riverside. California. The defense 
^committed was speculating that the jury would have come up with a verdict be- 
fore Thanksgiving sp that they could be released to spend the holiday with their 
familiesi .However, this was not the case. The jury .has noi reached a decision 
and they remain sequestered until they deliberate a verdict. 





•j We have oo-.id?a how Ipng this deliberating will go on (it could last another 
week or so) but it might not be a bad idea to assume that. the jury is hung at this 
time. A definitive decision for acquittal or conviction could be reached, or as 
in the Indio trial, the jury could remain hung. ’ Regardless of what the jury de» 
cideei people should, be prepared to take immediate action in response to the dcr 
cision. As soon as receive the word on the verdict, we will immediately notifp 
the regional offices. In turn, regional offices should contact the chapters as 
soon as possible. If. the verdict is for innocent, chapters should do what they 
can to publicize the word, on this victory. If the decision ends in a hung jury, 
people should be prepared to write and telegram the following names and demand 
the,Gpry and Zrurebu not be tried again ( a decision to drop the charges can be 
•nr^ade at this time). . If the verdict is guilt, chapters should also write and tele- .-:, 
gram the following names demanding that the charges be dropped and that Giiry^ 
and Zurebu be set free. Also, people should demand that the charges' etemming- 
from the "shooting into an occupied dwelling" incident in 1968 be dropped. The 
govurni^ient is planning to bring Lawton to trial on these charges once a decision 
ip the police shootings case has been reached. •

Christmas Activity in Prisons

Last year, a group of prisoners at Walpole State Prison in Massachusetts. 
Prisoners Against Poverty, Racism, and War, organized a fast of the Christmas 
dinner as a protest against poverty in America which was supported by many 
community organizations in the area. Over 1000 Massachusetts inmates parti* 
cipated-and it was an Integral part of their resistance movement, particularly at 
Walpole, the maximum security prison. 

This year the NPRA (National Prisoners Reform Association) the inmate 
union at Walpole, has issued a call for a nationwide prisoners' boycott of the 
Christmas meal in support of the indicted Attica Brothers and in memory of the 
Attica Rebellion which gave strength to the emerging prison movement. It is also 
.in memory of the massacre at Attica which revealed the violence which hides be- 
hind the facade of America^ justice. 






It is important that we support the call from the brothers at Walpole. The 
idea of a fast could be a powerful offensive action on the part of the prison move- 
ment at this time. It is also a particularly important statement in support of the 
Attica Brothers while the grand jury is still sitting and possible further indict- 
ments against the Brothers are a continuing reality. 


We would suggest that all regions inform the inmates in their area (those 
people you have received names for and those you are in contact with) of this up- 
coming fast. Let people inside the prisons know that this thing, is going on and 
you can take bets that the word will get around the entire prison very quickly. 

We can also expect that inmates all over the country would be interested in this 
type of activity. We call on all chapters to spread the word about this "boycott" 
as soon as possible.

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Other Upgrading Infor.'nation of Interest 

A, *A person wnb has an ’undesirable" type discharge may apply directly to 
the Veterans Administration for his/her benefits. Decisions are made on 
the basis of the individual's claiiiu When a claim for benefits is received at 
the local Regional VA Office, tney call for the records from St. Louie, have 
them sent to them, review them and make their decision on that basis. 

Claims cab consist of the submission of a claim for Education, medical, etc. 
'Each claim is decided individually. According to the Cleveland YA office, 
when an individual submits a claim for benefits, he/sbe can also submit per- 
tinent information' on 'why his claim should be accepted. They said that es- 
sentially the same type of evidence that is submitted witn a petition to the Re- 
view or' Corrections board would be ok. Now, since the VA will call for the 
" records ‘from’ St. Louis, and if the person is also applying for review or cor- 
rection this can be a problem. Getting records directly from the VA is a whole 
trip in and of itself. Be sure that if the person is going to apply for benefits 
that you get their records checked over before you submit the benefit claim. 
Otherwise, it will delay the other. Of/course, this also means that if they 
are going to apply for upgrade and they also want to get a claim in with the VA, 
you had probably better do that first. A certain percentage of confusion will 
exist here until we can get straight exactly what the procedure, etc. is. A 
more detailed report on this will appear in the next newsletter. 


B. Local Red Cross cnapier can be contacted for infor.mation on discharge 
upgrading information. While our experience here has shown that in many 
cases the local counselor is not heavily qualified, they do put out a manual 
which is pretty co>nplcte, albeit a political zero. Folks will have to get some- 
one they know within the RC or get to know someone in order to get the man- 
ual. Copies of'the one we have are available for $i. 85 (xeroxing $i. 60, 24^ 
postage). 


C. CCCO in Philadelphia is working on a manual for discharge upgrading 
which will be printed soon. More information on this as it comes out. 

D. Dayton VVAW/WSO has available copies of our basic upgrading proced- 
ures. This includes a checklist to follow; sample supporting letters; pro- 
cedures and outline for a person to use in writing a personal chronology; the 
Lawyers Military Defense Committee's questionnaire; Military Records re- 
lease authorisation: Attorneys Agreement and sa.mple DD Forms i49 and 293. 
This information is NOT intended as a replacement or another copy of a dis- 
charge upgrading manual. - It is something that folks can use to help get - 
through a case.'

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Jjawton-Cardner Frame-Up Procedures Begip Again

On December 3rd,-^the wheels began turning again for the third trial of 
Gary Lawton and Zurebu Gardner. As most of you should know by now, the 
second trial ended In a hung jury, as did the first trial. The verdict handed , “ 
down by the Riverside trial jury was 8-4 for conviction of Lawton and 7-5 for 
conviction of Gardner. So, On Dec. 3rd, the government announced its plans ^ 
to take Gary and Zurebu to court for the third time.

You can bet that this third effort on the part of the government is going 
to be vicious. After going this far and conducting two trials already, the gov- 
ernment is going to need a definitive conviction this third time around if they 
are to save face in the Riverside community. Because the government will be 
escalating their efforts to finally frame these brothers, it is our responsibility 
to likewise escalate our efforts to defend Cary and Zurebu. People should 
again take note of the fact that this trial and the defense of these brothers is a 
. national project, and Gary and Zurebu are now going to need more national 
support than ever before. The defense committee is in debt, but are having . 
to go into another lengthy and expensive trial. Also, educational and agitation-, 
■'al woflf on'S'bxoad national scale 'wtH'^)e 'of primary importance; 

The trial date for the new trial has been tentatively set for the first Mon- 
day in March. This gives us the advantage of time to do detailed work around 
the trial and reach as many people ic this country as possible. One of the maj- 
or concerns the defense had before going into the Dec. 3rd hearing was the re- 
vocation of bail. The judge made no mention of this, ao Gary and Zurebu are 
' Still free. However, the prosecution did slate that they would like to have a 
hearing in~the near f-uture tb discuss the raising of bail.,' With the lack of funds 
in the defense fund, this could be a serio'us problem because it would mean tiiat 

Cary and Zurebu would once againJ»e-back in jail. Moneyshould be. raised now 

so as to ensure that this return to prison does not occur. The next scheduled 
pre-trial hearing is scheduled for Dec. J4th at v^hich time the subject of attor- 
- neys for the defense will be discussed. 




IHCLOSURE 
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, We reported in the last newsletter that Don Kemp had finally won the riglit ' 
to a new trial. ' (Don is presently serving a life sentence in Waupun Prison for ^ 
the murder of his wife which occured during a nightmare/flashback of Vietnam). ,V 
Don's trial has been scheduled to begin on December 13th in Waukesha, Wiscon- 
sin.- The prosecution tried to make a deal with the defense by saying that if Don 
^wpuld plead guilty to second-degree murder, be would be given the minimum sen- 
■'tence of five years (he has already sp^t over l-’l/2 years’ih prison). Don re- 


fused to he bought off and will continue the procedure of trial-by-jury for the ex- 
pressed purpose of bringing the issues of the Indochina war and PVS oat in the 

open. We will keep you posted on the events of the trial as they occur. ^ ’ i

Interstate Corrections Compact -- Major Threat to Prisoners 

Since several regions are doing work around prisons, you should be aware ' 
of some of the government's not-so-nlce tricks. The recently enacted Inter- 
state Corrections Compact begins with the words; "The purpose of this compact 
is to provide for the mutual developmeot and execution of such programs of co- 
operation for the confinement, treatment and rehabilitation of offenders with the 
most economical use of human and material resources." This sounds rather 
harmless, but particular attention must be paid to the words -- mutual develop- 
ment and execution of such programs of cooperation. The cooperation means 
very simply that the state doing the kidnapping and the state receiving the kid- 
napped will work as cohorts, . ■ • 

-What this "Compact" m.eans for prisoners is that an inmate can be taken , 
from his/her cell in the dead of night and transferred to another prison. The . 
inmates are given no prior notice, nor is their absence explained to other in- 
mates and the whereabouts of the prisoners may even be withheld from the fam- 
ily of the inmate. An example of this is that right now in Waupun Prison, there 
are two inmates who were formerly in Sandstoue, Minnesota. These two in- 
mates v^ere taken from Sandstone one night and since no one knows where they 
are (except for some V/aupun inmates) the state of Minnesota has issued escape 
warrants for these two brothers. This danger of being moved is one of the ma- 
jor threats hanging over the heads of prisoners. 

The following states are members of the Interstate Corrections Compact: 
Kentucky, Arizona, Missouri, Georgia, Illinois,' Minnesota, Washington. Kan- 
sas, Rhode Island, South Carolina, Wisconsin, and New Hampshire. The -most 
active members of the Compact are Kentucky,. Arizona and Missouri. Under 
this Compact, the Director of Corrections in each state has absolute power as 
to who. will be transferred and who will not. .The Director can delegate his auth- 
ority to the warden of a specific institution. The major reason, that this Compact 
was developed and inmates are being transferred is because they have begun to 
exercise their Constitutional right to petitioa the courts and have refused to ac- 
cept the repression that is heaped upon them.

People who are doiag work with prisoners should inform them of this 
Compact, just in case they are not aware of what might happen to them. We 
should also be doing educational work around this Compact and informing the 
people of this country that this Compact is In existance and that the nature of 
such an act is playing out in very oppressive and very racist terms. Also, 
petitioning, demonstrations, etc. can be conducted in the states where this 
compact is operating. There are times when we on the' "outside" are in a bet- - 
ter position to demand the rights of prisoners than the inmates themselves. 
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Two VVAW/AySO Members Attend Conference on Cambodia - 


• VVAW/WSO recently received an invitation to send representatives to an 

international conference on Cambodia, This conference will take- place in Paris, 
France from December'S-^. The delegates representing WAW/WSO are Barry 
Romo* of the l^ational Office Collective and Peter Zastrow, Regional Coordinator 
cf MOiNKWVAWPA. . ........ 

The purpose of the conference is to allow the Cambodian people to inform an 
international movement about the present conditions in that country. Cambodia is..,-,. ^ 
' .V'.:.' ' the only country 'in Indochina that has not had an agreement signed. Over the past 
year, Cambodia has been the target of unprecedented bombing by the US military. 

The regime of Lon Nol has become totally isolated from the Cambodian people. It 
is evident that the liberation forces of Cambbdia are in a position to restore inde- 
pendence and neutrality to the country after years of American government imposi- 
tion of their puppets to rule this land. The conference in Paris will deal with these 
developments, and will provide VVAW/WSO with the information necessary to con- 
tinue our support of the struggle of the people of Cambodia. Pete and Barry will 
report on this trip at the NSCM. 





National Steering Committee Meeting Preparations . j . 

The NSCM is just around the corner and there are a few things that 
regions should be reminded of. First, the host region (MOINKWVAWPA) 
introduced a proposal asking that the limit of 8 delegate's to the NSCMs be 
abolished. Thus far, only a few regions have voted and as it stands now, - 
the proposal is nowhere near passage (the vote at this date being 16-14-ia: . 
favor of tthlimited delegations). Unless there is an overwhelming surge of 
votes.coming in within the next few days, people should .consider that the 
number of delegates to the NSCM will still be 8 (five delegates.and 3 alter- ' 
nates}.' We seriously doubt that this proposal is going to receive a 2/3 maj- 
ority since people aren't voting, so continue to consider "8" to be the top 
' limit of people who can attend the meeting from your region. 



Second, people should be reminded that Round Robin Reports are to 
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be written beforehand for handing out at the meeting. If the reports are not 
written, then it is very probably that the work being done in your region will 
not be reported on. The only Round Robin ’'Hxne'* that will be at the next 
NSCM is a time for questions and answers from the other regions -- THER.E 
WILL BE NO 20-30 MINUTE DISCUSSIONS ON ALL OF THE GOOD THINGS 
THAT YOUR REGION IS DOING. People should be disciplined^ in this res- 
pect and have their regional reports ready for handing out before the meet- 
ing begins. There will be no exceptions! ,.r V

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' Milwaukee Retakes the VAf ! f 
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Last month the Milwaukee chapter of VVAW/WSO took over the local VA o&ice .. * 
in an attempt to publicize the fact that the VA is totally unresponsive to the fact that 
there are thousands of veterans who are not allowed benefits as a result of their op- 
position to the war in Indochina and to the racism and oppression of the military. 

The action by the chapter shook up the VA brass, but the resxilts did nothing to im- 
press upon the VA that the chapter was serious and not doing a one-shot deal. 


To re-emphasize their displeasure with the VA, the chapter, on November 
19th, again took direct action and the following is a description of what they did. 


"We did our second VA takeover at 10:30 this morning, and as before it went 
off without a bitch. We went into the building in twos and threes and pretended to 
be filling out forms for the Am Legion, VFW, social security, vets benefits, etc. 

At 10:29 we all put back on our buttons and proceeded from whatever floor we were 
on to the 4th floor and the regional director's office, leafletting along the way. The 
pigs expected us to come in en masse 'cause there were two at the door, but we 
walked right past them to do our 'business'. . ri 

"There were about 35 brothers and sisters involved. The director wasn't 
there but his assistant lackey was. We stayed in the office for about 20 minutes 
with minimum harassment from the CSAs. Then chanting "POW get the cake, Viet 
Vets lick the plate", "Discharge upgrading is a must, look out VA this is a bust", 
and "we are the people and the people will win", we went down to the front of the 
building and threw a picket line around it for about 15 minutes. People then went 
to the Milwaukee Area Tech College and UW-Milwaukee, to leaflet and rap to people ‘ 
about our VA action, the demands and how people generally get fucked by the VA. " 

The next day they returned to the VA but instead of going inside, they just 
leafletted and set up a picket line. The police and security guards, smelling a con- 
tinuance of the ^kT-over refused to .allow any seedy looking vets into the building. 
When their entrance was barred, many of the vets joined the picket line set up by 
the chap^r. As a result of this direct action, in pointing out the contradictions of 
the VA in their dealings with veterans, the chapter meeting after this was increased 
by about 30 people. This action by the Milwaukee chapter deserves to be studied 
carefully by other chapters who are in’TOlved with discharge upgrading and 'amnesty. ■■

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In California, the chapters have been circulating a petition calling for uni- 
versal and unconditional amnesty and to date- they have collected approximately 
30,000 signatures. They see amnesty as a good organiaing tool and have been 
getting a lot of speaking engagements as a result of the. work they have been doing. 
They feel that the petition drive is a good way to introduce people to the question 
of amnesty. The National Collective has sent out the copy for the national petition 
and as of yet has received no feedback. In view of the success that the California 
.. chapters are having, it may be a good idea to let us know what you think of it so 
we could get it printed. _ ; .£,^. . f.- '.riv.. 

In Vermont, the WAW/WSO chapter of Burlington recently attended a con- 
. ' ferenee on amnesty called by several groups in that city. These groups included 
American Friends Service Committee. The meeting adopted the VVAW /WSO na- 
tional position paper oif amnesty. This indicates that there are many local groups 
who would be ready to accept our position if they were approached by us. 



“ ' ■ The Kansas City chapter, of VVAW/WSO is involved in conducting vigils 
every Saturday afternoon udtll Christmas- in one of the busiest shopping dis- 
tricts in, the city. The reason for the vigil is to. demand universal and uncon- 
ditional amnesty a.nd to raise the level of consciousness' of the shoppers. Re- 
sponse to. the vigil has been quite positive. When the vigils first began, only 
4 or 5 people were "manning" each shift. L.a6t Saturday, approximately 25 
people participated -- including the parents of an exiled war reeister who hap- 
pened to be shopping at the time and joined the vigil and leafletting activities. 


■ D.C. VVAW/WSO May Form Exile Defense CoTTunittee O.'- 

The Washington D. C. /Virginia/Maryland region has informed us of 
another returned exile who has not received the best of treatment since his 
return to the U.S. The exile's name is Vinson. He is a family man with 5 
children in Ohio. Vinson is a black GI who went to Sweden as an act of mili- 
Upy resistance. He decided to return to the states and turned himseU into 
the American embassy. Ui5on arriving at Kennedy Airport, he was immedia- 
tely arrested bv the FBI and MPs and taken to Ft. Meade and tossed into the 

stockade. There he was beaten a.nd dragged. Then he was shipped to ^ 
pital out west. When he arrived at the hospital, he was still under the influ- 
ence of drugs and they discovered three burn marks, each the size of a quar- 
ter. on his back. He thinks a doctor burned hyn while he was in the stockade 
but Vinson can't be sure because he passed out when it happened. Vinson is 
now supposed to be on his way back to Mt. Meade. If this is an example of 
the treatment that reslsters receive when they return to the U. S. , our am- 
nesty work becomes much more pressing. The D. C. /Virginia/Maryland re- 
gion may be forming a defense committee for this brother. More on this as 

the info comes in.

VVAW/WSO Indicted in Leavenworth Penitentiary - 1 

Most people should be aware that we have a chapter in the Leavenworth 
Federal Prison (as well as the Ft. Leavenworth Disciplinary Barracks). Peo- 
ple should also be aware that the prison experienced the first major "uprising" 
in a Federal Prison on last July Jlst. Since the uprising, several brothers 
; • have been held in administrative segregation with no sign of being released 

back into the population. Out of the events at Leavenworth, two Grand Juries ■.> 
have been selected. One of the Juries will be indicting people involved in the .. . 
July 31st uprising. This Jury is now sitting som.ewhere in Kansas, though no __ 
one knows exactly where. The second Grand Jury has just completed its job 
and handed down indictments on three of the Leavenworth brothers (all of whorn 
are VVAW/WSO members). AU Hill and Odell Benetle have been indicted on 
charges of assaulting a federal officer and inciting a mutiny. Alfred Jasper 
* has been indicted on assaulting a federal officer and carrying a dangerous wea- 
pon. These charges ar^ncrcdibly absurd. The reason these brothers were 
indicted Is because of an incident which occured on October llth. On that day, 
all three of these men were to appear- before what is known as a, "good time" . _ 
hearing. The purpose of this hearing was to determine whether or not the time 
for good behavior (which brings parole dates early) should be revoked. On the 
day that the prisoners were to appear before the hearing, guards entered their 
.cells and badly beat all three inmates. Even though Alf Hill appeared before 
his hearing with a broken nose and broken ribs, they are now being charged 
with assaulting a federal officer! 


These indictments have been handed down for pure harassment purposes. 
Many of the Leavenworth inmates are facing the possibility of being indicted on 
charges of murder, arson, kidnapping, etc. , so it seems curious that the gov- 
ernment has chosen to fool around with these lesser charges before the more - 

serious indictments are handed down. The purpose of this harassment may be 
to test out the response that these indictments receive and to see what sort of 
defense these brothers will put together. We can expect a great deal more 
illegality to be directed at these brothers before the government is satisfied. 

A defense committee should be forming shortly, so chapters across the coun- 
try should be preparing to do some publicising of this case.' The brothers in 
Leavenworth have put their lives on the line rather than cease their organizing 
efforts inside the prison. For their courage, they deserve all the support pos- 
sible from their organization. __

We welcome our new chapter and look forward to the growth of VVAW/WSO 
and the new input that we will have from these new members. VVAW/WSO now 
has chapters in Britain, Japan and aboard the USS JFK.

VVAW/WSO - What's in a Name? 
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At the Steering Committee Meeting held in Placitas, New Mexico last April, 
the body voted to change the name of the organiaation from VVAW to VVAW/WSO. 
The addition of Winter Soldier Organization was made so as to include as full mem- 
bers all those who were non-veterans. Because of this change many new members 
have joined the organization in various parts of the country, and we have now opened 
the organization so that these non-veterans can begin to hold leadership positions. 
The change came about because of'the conditions that ensted within the organizatioh. 
To remain VVAW would have meant that those non-veterans who worked with us : 
would become second-class members in a de facto situation. The changing of the 
name was a progressive step,- recognizing the progressive development of the org- 
anization; ■■ ; JO j--... -i-'-'-.s 


During the past months since this change was voted, various interpretations 
and discrepencies have developed. There are those who feel that the change was 
a mistake or others who feel that the Winter Soldier concept is the wave of the fu- 
ture and that the change should be made now. - As a result of these individual, uni- 
lateral decisions to adj*ist the name of the organization, we have seen the emergence 
.ofVVAW/wso, VVAW, WSO. vvaw/WSO. VVAW/Winter Soldier, and Vietnam Vet- 
erans Against the War/WSO. , . 

We are a national organization that is guided by ten objectives and that is gov- 
erned by a National Steering Committee. The Steering Committee represents the 
membership of the various regions. These regions discuss policy changes and in 
turn, the National Steering Committee adopts or rejects them. When the Winter 
Soldier concept was adopted it was discussed in the regions for six months. When 
the National Steering Committee adopted the addition of WSO to VVAW, we became 
VVAW/WSO. Those chapters and individuals who do not abide by the decision of the 
National Steering Committee have circumvented the democratic procedures by which 
the organization is run. To do this is to suppose that they are more correct and 
more politically astute than the rest of the organization. This tendancy is counter- 
productive to the building of a unified national organization.' ' * 

V To continue this individualism is to sanction others to not abide by the decis- 
ions of the rest of the organization. In building a mass national organization, this 
individualism only weakens us. For all those chapters who persist in adopting only 
that which they deem fit, we can only say, that you should begin to consider the re- 
percussions of your actions. Hopefully, at the December Steering Committee Meet- 
ing those who unilaterally decide to circumvent the decisions of that representative 
body will explain their justification for.doing,-so, .

We prisoners are expected to pause at xmas'time with Middle America 
to eat'and be merry and feel thankful. • Bnt all across America, hidden behind 
the myths and'the dollar signs and fancy tinsel, there is hunger of body and -- 
spirit. -:"'The 'system-enforcers are everywhere; repressing people, violating 
the Bill of Rights, protecting and enforcing -the priorities and life styles of the 
profit-makers. Forty million people live in poverty. Millions more can bare- 
ly make ends meet. There is massive inflation, unemployment, broken-down 
neighborhoods, outrageous price-tags on everything from the basic necessities 
of life to civil rights. And for the millions of Third World and poor white peo- 
ple, the injustice of poverty, ioetitutionalised racism, inequality or opportun- 
ity, exploitation an^oppression, is -what life is all about. We prisoners know 
this. These injustices are what prison is all about. 


Attica is to the prison system what the American police-court-prison 
business is to capitalism.. Attica is the reverse side of the American dollar.

All sources listed in this letterhead nemorandum 
have furnished reliable inforaation in the past. 

Sources fl, #2 and 13 advised that there has been 
no activity whatsoever on the part of the Vietnam Veterans 
Against the War/Winter Soldier Organization (VVAW/WSO) in 
Montaaa since March 19, 1973, when MICHAEL LE yE e Wff r, calling 
himself leader of the WAW, issued public statement seeking 
a donation of food, clothing and medicines for the Indians 
besieging Wounded Knee, South Dakota. The response for this 
call was minimal and nothing has been heard from the WAW 
since that time. 

According to the same sources, there are no known 
members of the WAW on the campus of the University of Montana 
nor have they ever brought themselves to the attention of the 
student body. 

The WAW publication at Missoula, Montana, was 
"The Borrowed Times*', Post Office Box 1311, Missoula. This 
newspaper was published infrequently and an article published 
in "The Missoulian," a daily newspaper published in Missoula, 
indicated that the November 15, 1973, issue of "The Borrowed 
Times" would be its last because of lack of money. 

Source *4 advised that there is presently very 
little interest in the WAW in the Boise-Mountain Home, Idaho, 
area. At the National Steering Committee meeting in St. Louis, 
Missouri, in August, 1975, there was some talk of combining 
the WAW chapters from Idaho, Montana, Wyoming and Utah into 
one chapter since there is very little activity in any of 
areas. The reason the Bolse-'Mountain Bone Chapter of the WAW

cans for that. I owed the owner of the bars money for the 
clothes he bought, and .It took awhile to pay off because 
money was not made as easy as he pretended. I do not want 
to take sailors home or to hotels because It disgraces me* 
Besides, many sailors are dirty or sick and It is easy to 
catch diseases from them. Many Americans sleep with' a dif- 
ferent girl every night and they doa*t care what the re^lt 
Is. I must go to a medical clinic every Friday morning to 
mate sure I don't have the clap even If l do not sleep with 
anyone for aoaths, because the owner checks on us to make 
sure we are clean.

In a decision that may have a wide- 
spread effect on the amnesty movement in the coming mo'nths, 
fiichard Dean Buciclln, a deserter voltmtarily returned to 
military custody ^n order to dramatize the Issue of amnesty, 
was igovtad guilty of ItfOL and was given a harsh sentence. 

On Januarv 8, a general court-martial sentenced Buckltn ' 
to 15 months’ confinement at hard labor, total forfeitures, 
reduction in grade to E-i, and a BCD* Bucklln will serve:. bis 
time at Fort Leavenworth, where he will be among many other 
brothers who have resisted military ^rpression; V 

Bucklln bad turned himself in at Carson on October 4, 

1973. He realized at the time that "They are going to throw 
the book et' me." However, he felt that it was ImportanT to 
present a public defense at a trial of the issues surround- 
ing amnesty for our brothers In exile. He stated at the time 
'■ of his surrender that he wanted bis ordeal to ’’mean some- 
thing, to have an effect— to make the American 'people aware 
of the plight of all war resistors. ” He wanted to expose the 
military for »rtiat they are— '"headless giants who not only 
don't mind killing the peoples of foreign ’lands, but also ’ 

' don't mind destroying their own people in order to further 
their goals." . 

Bucklin' s court-martial was short and ugly. The defense ■ ‘

39jC of the Navy budget was spent on tactical 
air power (carriers, planes, etc.^.*" This 
does not include support ships. Today this 
'figure is' probably higher since two nuclear 
carriers, the -Slsenhower and Bim'.tz, er* 
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bela^ conpleted. Xiie 1975 budget authorizes building a third 
nuclear carrier at the coat of two or three billion dollars.^ 

. Carriers are an important part of the defense budget and 
their major purpose is pretty clear. • But the military and 
the defense lobbyists try to cloud the issues. Flrst\they 
talk of the need for a strong deterent force against the USS£. 
Then they ask for billions of dollars for carriers and other • 
counterinsurgency weapons. It- is common knowledge that car- 
riers and many other ships have nuclear capability. Zumwalt 
has testified before Senate Committees that carriers are an' 
important part of our nuclear defense force. But smaller- 
ships could also be part of that force. Although the Savy 
is more powerful than the Soviet Bavy. it needs more strength 
to retain its top political and economic position. (The

pon against other, countries. ) -

[Because of the higher feed grain prices, chicken farmers 
have said they were unable to keep their chickens alive. So, 
chicks are being slau^tered at the same tine that consumers 
are paying higher and higher prices for them.

Agriculture Department, which, it seems, 
should be more interested in providing hungry people with food. 
But, in a system baaed on oroflt, people's need:, don' t matter.

On the morning of January 20, 1973, two 

full buses carrying about 110 persons and ten private 
automobiles departed the headquarters of the Nc'v.York 
City chapter, VVAW/WSO, 857 Broadway^ New York City, • 
bound for ’Washington, D.C, to participate in demonstrations 
during the Presidential Inaugural ceremonies. 
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The caravan arrived at Arlington Ceir^etery, Arlington, 
Virginia, at about 11:30 AH. The contingent from 
New York City numbered about 220 persons. An estimated 
4,500 persons from all over the nation participated in 
the VVAW/WSO demonstration which was peaceful. 


, 1973 

VVAW/WSO members from throughout the nation 
began gathering at the Arlington Cemetery, Arlington, 
Virginia, at about 10:30 AM on January 20, 1973, for a 
march and demonstration in protest of’ the Presidential 
Inaugural ceremonies held in Washington, D.C. on that 
date. The V^;AW/WS0 group which included a contingent 
from New York City departed Arlington Cemetery at 
11:30 A*^ and marched six abreast with linked arms chanting 
anti-Vietnam war slogans. The group marched past the 
Lincoln '•'ercorial to a clearing near the north end 
of the Peflecting Pool in Washington, D.C. A few 
short speeches were given and a symbolic and ceremonial 
signing of two peace treaties took place, one of the 
peace treaties to be delivered to the United States 
Congress and the other to be sent to the Vietnamese , 

A guerrilla theater action was rehearsed that was to 
be performed at the Lincoln yemorial. At about 
1:00 PH, many from the WAW/WSO march, including some 
from New York City, split to go to the Washington 
Monument to join the March Against Death, sponsored by 
the PCPJ. 
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A ireinbership ineetinp of the New York City chapter, 
VVAW/WSO, was held at its headquarters , 857 Broadway, 

New York City, on January 27-28, 1973, to discuss the status 
of the organization in light of the signing of the peace 
agreements ending active United States participation 
in the war in Vietnam. About 2S persons were present. 

During the January 27 session, it was agreed that the 
VVAW/WSO should continue as an organization not withstanding 
the ending of the war in Vietnam. It was also 
agreed tha'^ncn- veterans , including women, be allowed 
to hold office in the New York City chapter. A long 
discussion took place on the attempts of the PLP to infiltrate 
the VVAW/WSO in New York City. Because many expressed 
the belief that the PLP would attempt to take over the 
organization, it was decided by one* vote that any member, 
veteran or non-veteran, who openly or covertly associated 
with the PLP would be excluded from holding office in 
the New York City chapter. 

During the January 28 session, a workshop 
on the structure of the New* York City chapter was held 
which resulted in the formation of committees on political 
education, defense. Southeast Asia, veterans affairs, 
recreation, <?I affairs, and school organizing. 

Most in attendance expressed relief at the signing 
of the peace treaty and gladness that the days of 
demonstrations were hopefully over so that the organization 
could concentrate on the real problem.s of veteran- in 
America rather than focusing its attention on the reality 
of Vietnam, 
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A meetinp of the Veterans Affairs Coiririttee 
of the New York City chapter » '^AW/WSO, was held 
at its headquarters in New York City on Februarv^ 7, 1973. 

A discussion was held on trethods of correcting "bad" 
discharges of veterans who had served a period of honorable 
service in excess of six ronths and were then discharged 
as unsuitable on account of a drug problem acquired 
in the rrilitary and denied veterans benefits including 
the necessary medical and psychiatric care. The committee 
voted to in<festigate the training programs and job 
placement agencies for veterans in New York City.

A meeting of the York^ity chapter, VVAW/WSO, 
was held at its headquarters in New York City on 
February 9, 1973. About 30 persons attended. The 
topics discussed included veterans with drug probleirs, 
veterans not receiving extended unemployment benefits, 
and the difficulties of veterans in obtaining jobs.

of representatives of various "peace” groups in the New 
York City area The purpose of the demonstration was to 
show support for the'alieged 200,000 Vietnamese civilians 
held prisoner by the Government of South Vietnam, The 
demonstration was in the form of a marching picket line 
and speeches were given, including one by PETER MAHONEY, 
a member of the WAW/WSO and a "Gainesville 8" conspiracy 
defendant. 



The "Gainesville 8" refers to the eight 
VVAW leaders and members who were 
indicted by a Federal Grand Jury, Tallahassee, 
Florida, in October, 1972, for viiation 
of Federal statutes, including conspiracy 
to riot during the Republican National 
Convention, August, 1972, The eight were 
acquitted during August, 1973, 
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The WAW/WSO in New York City participated 
in a demonstration at Times Square, New York City, 
on the evening of >farch 8, 1973, in support of the 
disorders by American Indians at Wounded Knee, South 
Dakota. About 300 persons participated in this activity 
which consisted of marching around the Allied Chemical 
Building, West 4?nd Street, New York City, and the 
shouting of^opans in support of the American Indians, 

At 7:00 Py, about 100 demonstrators marched from 
Times Square to the United Nations Building, East 44th 
Street and United Nations Plaza where AL HUBBARD gave 
a speech in support of the activities of the American 
Indians at Wounded Knee. The demonstration ended 
at 8:00 PM.
